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ABSTRACT 

The purpose of this study is to descriptively and comparatively analyze national and Ohio data of 
doctoral degree recipients from 1992-2002. Specifically, the study examined the following: (1) 
Compared trends of the number of doctoral degree recipients: National and Ohio composite Data 
(2) Compared trends of the number of doctoral degree recipients: National and Ohio Data within 
ethnicity (3) Compared trends of the number of doctoral degree recipients: National and Ohio 
Data within Ethnicity & same Gender (4) Compared trends of the number of Doctoral degree 
Recipients: National and Ohio Data within Ethnicity & across Gender (5) Examined the trends of 
number of Doctoral Degree recipients in Ohio by institutions (6) Examined the trends of the 
contribution of Ohio to the National pool of Doctoral degree recipients. (Research question) 
How well is Ohio doing compared to the national trend regarding the number of doctoral degree 
recipients from 1992 -2002? (Procedure) Four main tables were developed for this study. The 
first table relates to the national data of doctoral degree recipients by ethnicity and gender. The 
second table relates to the Ohio data of doctoral degree recipients by ethnicity and gender. The 
third table relates to the Ohio data of doctoral degree recipients by ethnicity, gender, and 
institution. The fourth table dealt with the percentage contribution Ohio makes to the national 
pool of doctoral degree recipients. There were forty two graphs. The graphs helped shed more 
light on the trends and the descriptive analysis of this study. (Results and Conclusions) The 
Ohio trend is not radically different from the national trend of doctoral degree recipients. Both 
trends are in a decreasing pattern. However there are some few differences when the data is 
broken down in terms gender and ethnicity. By and Large, Ohio is doing just as good as the rest 
of nation in the number of doctoral degree graduates. The contribution Ohio makes to the 
national pool of doctoral degree recipients remained relatively consistent for the target decade. 
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Objective of the Study 

The purpose of this study is to descriptively and comparatively analyze national and Ohio data of 
doctoral degree recipients from 1992-2002. Specifically, the study will do the following: (1) 
Compare trends of the number of doctoral degree recipients: National and Ohio Composite Data 
(2) Compare trends of the number of doctoral degree recipients: National and Ohio Data within 
ethnicity (3) Compare trends of the number of doctoral degree recipients: National and Ohio 
Data within Ethnicity & same Gender (4) Compare trends of the number of Doctoral degree 
Recipients: National and Ohio Data within Ethnicity & across Gender (5) Examine the trends of 
number of Doctoral Degree recipients in Ohio by institutions (6) Examine the trends of the 
contribution of Ohio to the National pool of Doctoral degree recipients. 

Research question: 

How well is Ohio doing compared to the national trend regarding the number of doctoral degree 
recipients from 1992 -2002? 

Procedure: 

Four main tables were developed for this study. The first table relates to the national data of 
doctoral degree recipients by ethnicity and gender (Summary Report, 2002, Table 1). The second 
table relates to the Ohio data of doctoral degree recipients by ethnicity and gender (IPEDS, 2002, 
Table 2). The third table relates to the Ohio data of doctoral degree recipients by ethnicity, 
gender, and institution (IPEDS, 2002, Table 1-A-Table 7- A). The fourth table dealt with the 
percentage contribution Ohio makes to the national pool of doctoral degree recipients (Table 3). 
There are forty two graphs. The graphs helped shed more light on the trends and the descriptive 
analysis of this study. 

Objective 1: 

The Ohio trend is not radically different from the national trend of doctoral recipients. While 
Ohio saw her highest number of doctoral degree recipients in 1997 and the nation in 1998, both 
seem to be decreasing (Figure 1 &2). 

Objective 2: 

The national and Ohio trend of American Indians appear to be heading in the same direction. 
Both reached its highest point in 1999 in terms of the number of doctoral degree recipients and 
that number has continued to decrease thereafter (Figure 3 & 4). The national and Ohio trend of 
Asians appear to be heading in different direction. The national trend appears to be increasing 
while Ohio appears to be on the decrease (Figure 5 & 6). The national trend for Blacks shows 
consistent increase in the number of doctoral degree recipients, while Ohio shows some growth 
but in an inconsistent way (Figure 7 & 8). The national trend of Hispanics and Ohio has some 
striking resemblance. Both trend showed that the number of doctoral degree recipients decreased 
in 1998 and 2001, and they both showed an increase in 2002 (Figure 9 & 10). The national trend 
of Whites and Ohio trend of Whites appear to be same. Both trends are continuously decreasing 
(Figure 11 & 12). 

Objective 3: 

The national trend of American Indian females and Ohio trend of American Indian females 
appear to be different, but with some few similarities (Figure 13 & 14). The national trend of 
American Indian males and Ohio trend of American Indian males appear to be different (Figure 
15 & 16). 
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The national trend of Asian females and Ohio trend of Asian females are not altogether different. 
Both have been increasing between 1998 and 2001. Both also started to decrease in 2002(Figure 
17 & 18). The national trend of Asian males and Ohio trend of Asian males are different. The 
national trend has some signs of increases but appeared to have flattened between 2000 and 
2002, while Ohio trend peaked in 1992 and have continued to decrease thereafter (Figure 19 & 
20). 

The national trend of Black females and the Ohio trend of black females are not radically 
different. Both are increasing (Figure 21 & 22). The national trend of Black males and the Ohio 
trend of Black males appear to be different. The national trend is clearly increasing, while Ohio 
trend has not shown a consistent growth pattern (Figure 23 & 24). 

The national trend of Hispanics females and the Ohio trend of Hispanic females appear to be 
different. The national trend is clearly increasing, while Ohio trend has not shown a consistent 
growth pattern (Figure 25 & 26). The national trend of Hispanic males and the Ohio trend of 
Hispanic males appear to be different. The national trend is increasing but not in a consistent 
pattern, while Ohio trend experienced their lowest number in 2000 and 2001. The Ohio number 
got revitalized in 2002 (Figure 27 & 28). 

The national trend of White females and Ohio trend of White females appear to be the same. 
Both have decreasing patterns (Figure 29 & 30). The national trend of White males and Ohio 
trend of White males appear to be the same. Both have decreasing pattern (Figure 31 & 32). 

Objective 4: 

In the national data, the first half of the decade, the number of doctoral recipients with regard to 
American Indian males appeared to be greater than the females. The American Indian females 
received more doctorates in the second half of the decade than the males. However, in Ohio the 
American Indian females appear to be doing better in the number of doctoral recipients all 
through the decade except in 1994 (Figure 33 & 34). 

In the national data, the Asian males out numbered the Asian females in the number of doctoral 
recipients all through the decade. In Ohio, Asian males also received more doctoral degrees than 
females all through the decade except in 2001 and 2002 (Figure 35 & 36). 

In the national data, the number of doctoral degree recipients with regard to Black females 
appears to be greater than the males, year after year, all through the decade. The same is true in 
Ohio except in 1993, 1994 and 1995 (Figure 37 & 38). 

In the national data, the number of doctoral degree recipients for Hispanic males and females are 
going up. However, the number of females appears to be going up faster than males. In Ohio, 
seven years out of the decade, the males were doing better in terms of the number of degree 
recipients (Figure 39 & 40). 

Nationally, White males appear to be doing better than White females, year after year, all 
through the decade. The number of doctoral degree recipients that are White males appears to be 
decreasing faster than the number of females, so much so that White females appear to be 
catching up toward the end of the decade. In Ohio, White females over took the White males in 
1995, and have remain on top ever since then (Figure 41 & 42). 
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Objective 5: 

All the doctoral degree granting institutions in Ohio were examined. Several tables were 
developed for this study. Some interesting facts emerged in eight of them. In Ashland University, 
Black males are doing better than Black females in terms of the number of doctoral degree 
recipients. In Union Institute, all racial groups appear to be well represented in terms the number 
of doctoral degree recipients. White females are doing better than White males, while Blacks 
appear to be doing better compared to some state institutions. Clearly, Black males are doing 
better than Black females in United Theological Seminary. Asians doctoral degree recipients are 
heavily concentrated in the following institutions: Case Western Reserve University, Medical 
College of Ohio, Ohio State University, and University of Cincinnati. In the target decade, no 
American Indian, nor Black, nor Hispanics was awarded a doctoral degree from Medical College 
of Ohio. Because of the large student population in Ohio State University, all ethnic groups are 
well represented. In Youngtown State University, only Whites have been awarded doctoral 
degrees in the target decade. The number of Whites awarded doctoral degrees is still very small ( 
Table 1 -A -Table 7- A). 

Objective 6: 

The contribution of Ohio to the National pool of doctoral degree recipients in the target decade 
had remained relatively consistent. For each year that contribution is above three percent of the 
total pool (Table 3). 

Summary: 

The national trend of doctoral degree recipients and the Ohio trend are not noticeably different. 
Both trends are in a decreasing pattern. However, there are some differences at the component 
parts. By and Large, Ohio is doing just as good as the nation in the number of doctoral degree 
graduates in the target decade.
